L(»XDON,  May  8'.— At.  a  aaMtlns  in 
the  Houae  of  Commona  tonight  Con- 
hirvatlve  and  Unionist  meml>ers  re- 
ceived a  deputatiOB  of  flCty  men  and 
women  who  asserted  that  they  had 
been  driven  out  of  their  homes  in 
Southern  Ireland  and  forced  to  take 
refuge  In  KnRl.jii.l.

Early  Muair  \  (m«| 
Mr.  llusaell  pointed  out  that  the 
earllent  records  of  music  were  all  vu- 
•  ai,  musio  In  Us  beginnings  having 
been  used  almeet  exctnalvely  for  re- 
ligioun  ceremonies.  These  demanded 
in  moat  canea  motion,  hence  the  or- 
igin of  the  dance.  The  development 
of  music  as  a  adence  b.-id  been  very 
slow,  as  mualo  for  many  \  •  .n  t  was 
the  prerogative  of  the  church.  How- 
ever, gradually  there  grew  up  par- 
allel. AaU^-tha^-dasalaMsaal  4(-aascad 
music  a  form  of  secular  mualo  which 
had  itH  c'.xpan.slon  In  the  folk  music 
ot  the  iountriea,  a  branch  of  tho 
art  which  wa.-i  now  rcci  •gnlzed  as 
having  marked  characteristics  of  ita 
own.  Polyphenlo  maalo  then  nlowly 
developed,  the  quartette  evolved, 
and  there  came  the  Invention  effPnr- 
part  harmony.  Inatruments  at  first 
played  t hn  Munie  parta  as  the  vocal, 
and  tlil.H  led  to  the  development  of 
the  Bololat,  which  In  turn  evoked  the 
evolution  of  the  Instrument,  until  at 
last  there  were  found  the  four- 
stringed  Instrumsnts',  the  vtolln,Tlola 
and  violoncello. 

Thia  brought  the  story  of  ehnmber 
oiw.-ilc  up  to  date  ao  far  as  ita  form 
\v.iH  I  'lnerned.  Thi?  Icfturer.  how- 
«  vcr,  went  back  to  Home  of  tho 
earliest  forms  of  instrumental  cham- 
ber music.  These  were  dance  tuaes, 
nnd  the  collection  of  dance  tunes 
which  were  called  auiteB,  which  were 
thi)  forerunner  of  tlie  sonata  or 
Bound-pleie,     which  again  was  the 

typo  of  thu  greater  part  of  asadam 

instrumental  music. 

The  Suite  do  Pieces  had  a  aeries  of 
movements  in  danco  rhythnaa,  all

The  oM  dance 
fornii  used  In  the  Buite  de  Pieces 
were  ibo  (;.i\"1'<!  and  r,.Tree,  Gl^ue, 
Itlgandon,  Harubundo,  Chaconnc,  etc., 
but  the  moat  Important  waa  the 
Minuet,  a  dance  form  in  three-four 
or  three-eight  time.  consURhv  of  two 
^ trains  more  or  leaa  prolonged  be- 
.  ond  the  retjulrementa  of  the  ball- 
iiHini  wlien  u.sed  '"r  purpii.-;i.s  cxcbi- 
.sivrly  mu.slcal.  The  con.st.int  repeti- 
tion of  .-40  nhort  a  tune  would  natur- 
ally become  wearisome.  In  order  to 
avoid  monotony,  therefore,  a  seoond 
or  alternative  minuet  was  coupled 
with  the  first,  which,  for  the  sake  of 
further  contra.st.  w  .i.i  often  assUned 
to  three  In.siruinenlH  uh  two  violins 
and  .1  b.Afs,  or  two  oboe.s  and  a  bas- 
soon. From  this  custom  the  abscond 
minuet  soon  became  known  as  a 
trio,  a  name  which  has  lasted  until 
the  present  day,  ^n  though  ths  trfe 
were  performed  as  a  pianoforte  oolo.

The  origin  of  the  quartette  waa 

the  invention  of  four-part  harmoity. 
but  It  was  a  long  time  before  a  com- 
pofiiion  for  four  ItistrnmentM  «  inie 
to  be  regarded  aa  a  woiihv  no-.ii  •<  fur 
the  expression  of  muaicMi  ide.i-*.  .N.it 
until  the  development  of  the 
ssrmpheny  (which  la  a  sonata  for  (nil 
r  reheat  ra  having  Its  length  estsnded 
in  proportion  to  the  greater  re- 
f<our<"es  of  the  composer's  hand-^)  did 
the  striOK  quartette,  an  now  under- 
Hiood,  apiiear. 

Some  of  the  early  composers  of 
polyphonic  music  were  named.  Boc- 
cherlal,  Haydn.
